A MEETING called for the purpose of re- 
organizing the New York Democracy was 
held at Cooper Institute last night, under the 
Presidency of Franklin Edson. Abram 8. 
Hewitt, Oswald Ottendorfer, Henry L. Hog- 
net, Allan Campbell, Pierre Lorillard, and 
other prominent Democrats were pres- 
ent. A declaration of principles, embracing 
free trade, free ships, hard money, opposition 
to the use of troops at the polls, and to the 
asséssing of officeholders for political pur- 
poses, was adopted. Mr. Hewitt reviewed 
the cause of the Democratic defeat in 
late November election. He attributed it to 
the compromise of principle on the part of 
the Democratic leaders. He condemned the 
coquetting with the Greenbackers in 
Maine and Indiana and with the Pro- 
tectionists in New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. He attributed the falling off of the 
Democratic majority in New York City to 
the Boss system. He said that Tammany 
Hall was a thing of the past, and that Irving 
Hall had also outlivea its usefulness. A 
committee to reorganize the New York 
Democracy was then appointed. 


— — 


Tur trial of Parnell and his fellow-trav- 
ersers was. commenced yesterday in the 
Court of Queen’s Bench before Judges Fitz- 
gerald and Barry. Judge May, whose recent 
stump speech from the Bench has been 
severely commented on by the English press, 
stated that on account of the criticism on his 
attitude he felt it his duty to retire from the 
trial of the case. It is believed that he did 
so at the request of Secretary Forster. Judge 
O’Brien, the other member of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench, was unable to be present 
through ill-health. Only eighteen of the 
twenty-four jurors answered to their names. 
The Crown wanted a postponement, but the 
counsel for the traversers successfully re- 
sisted this proposition, which indicates that 
they were satisfied with the complexicn of 
the panel. The jury selected consists of 
eight Catholics, three Protestants, and one 
Quaker. The counsel for Parnell and his 
companions count on an aéquittal, and there 


| is scarcely a chance of conviction.

At a meeting of the Ohio State Bar Asso- 
ciation, held at Columbus yesterday, and 
which was attended by abont 300 lawyers, an 
elaborate plan for the reconstruction and re- 
form of the State Judiciary was submitted. 
The plan provides that the Judicial system of 
Ohio shall consist of Justice Courts, Probate 
Courts, a Court of Common Pleas, and a 
Supreme Court to consist of nine members, 
to be elected by the people, three at a time, 
on the minority plan. The jurisdiction of 
each Court is clearly defined, and a plan for 
disposing of accumulated business before 
the Supreme Court is provided for by the 
proposition to divide the Supreme Court into 
two branches, the decision of each branch 
being final when the Judges are unanimous, 
a disagreement the whole 
Court will have to pass on the case. The 
delegates attending thé meeting were ban- 
queted in the evening by-the members of the 
Franklin County Bar.

Own Friday a number of colored men as- 
sembled at Smithville, N. C., to organize a 
colored company. One white man named 
Dunn attended, A dispute arose, and one of 
the colored men slapped Dunn in the face. 
Dunn fatally shot his assailant, and then 
took refuge in a grocery store, where he re- 
loaded his pistol. The negroes, headed by 
one Dan Cook, attacked the house. Dunn 
shot Cook, and then, arming himself with a 
butcher's knife, cut his way through the 
crowd, killing one of them and wounding 
others. He has surrendered himself to the 
authorities at Williamsburg. The colored 
men threaten to take him from the jail and 
lynch him. 


“ BILLY THE Kip’s”’ gang of outlaws, cut- 
throats, and murderers, which has for some 
time been the terror of Eastern New Mexico, 
was broken up last Saturday morning by 
Deputy-Sheriff Garrett, of Santa Fé, and his 
posse. Two of the outlaws were killed and 
four of them were captured and lodged in the 
Las Vegas Jail. Monday afternoon the pris- 
oners were taken to Santa Fé, notwithstand- 
ing the threatened resistance of Sheriff Pow- 
ers and the citizens of Las Vegas, who were 
rather anxious to get possession of the pris- 
oners that they might lynch them. 


A TRIBUNE representative yesterday inter- 
viewed several of the leading members of the 
Board of Trade on the question of the pro- 
posed change of quarters to the Scott prop- 
erty on the corner of La Salle and Jackson 
streets, and found them all but unanimously 
in favor of the change and the acceptance of 
the Scott proposition. The Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce has offered to enlarge 
and improve the present quarters, but itis 
not believed that the contemplated improve- 
ment and enlargement could meet the cir- 
cumstances of the case. 


Ar the meeting of the Home-Rule mem- 
bers in Dublin, Monday, it was resolved to 
oppose the suspension of the Habeas Corpus 
act, or any other coercive measure for Ire- 
land, to the last extremity. The members 
pledged themselves to act as one man in op- 
position to any such measures. Mr. Forster 
has promised to bring in a bill soon for the 
assimilation of the Irish municipal franchise 
to that of England. He also indicated that a 
measure for the extension of-the franchise in 
counties throughout Great Britain and Ire- 
land was part of the Liberal program. 


Mr. A. T. Morse, the resident buyer of 
Harwood, the Minneapolis clothier, has 
made some very interesting disclosures about 
the very extensive purchases made by his 
employer a few months before the failure. 
Harwood seemed very deSirous of getting 
as large a stock on credit as possible, and 
without regard to the necessities of his 
trade. It is stated on other authority that 
Ingram, the New York buyer in whose 
favor Harwood confessed judgment for 
$839,620, owed the firm over $500. Harwood 
has not been heard of since Friday.

He replied by saying he 
thought prices would advance, and that 
freight pools would be made, and that he 
would be responsible for the overstock, 
About this time goods began to arrive for my 
depariment which I had not ordered, and I 
felt injured, and asked Mr. Harwood, in the 
presence of a number of clerks, if he had 
taken the purchasing power away from mé.

_ & PECULIAR ARRANGEMENT.

THE KAVY.

with the technical language of the statute, will 
recommission him Secretary of the Navy every 
ten days. 

CHRISTIAN. 

The friends of Mr. Christiancy are very posi- 
tive that the testimony of Eau Giro in New 
York yesterday and to-day, has been to 
Christiancy’s advantage, and against Mrs.

rency, $135,000,000 more than was in circulation 
on the Ist of January, 188. The aggregate 
amount in Circulation Nov. l was $1,259,927,000. 
This increase is attributed, in great measure, to 
the favorable balance of trade.

ANTHONY DEITERS. 

Wurd, W. Va., Dec. 28.—One of the links 
binding the present with the past was broken by 
the death of Anthony Deiters, at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon, at the age of 9% years.

A BAD GANG BROKEN UP. 

Las Vecas, N. M., Dec. 28.—The notorious 
gang of outla ws composed of about twenty-five 
men who, under the leadership of Billy the 
Kid,” bave for the past six months overran 
Eastern New Mexico,murdering and committing 
other deeds of Outiawry, was broken up last 
Saturday morning by the. killing of two and 
capturing of four others, including the leader. 
The prisoners were lodged in Las Vegas jail, 
and the demands for lynching were prevalent, 
but the vigilance of the captors, Deputy Sheriff 
Garrett and the others, prevented.

Sheriff Romers remon- 
strated against taking HKudabaugh, one of the 
prisoners who killed the Las Vegas Deputy 
Sheriff, to Santa Fé, but to no effect. He then 
went to the depot with a posse of 300 men and 
made a formal demand for the prisoners, but 
was told that if he wanted the prisoners to 
take them. The Sheriff then stationed 
men at the engine to cover the engineer, and 
the balance of the Sheriff's posse crowded about 
the train, the platforms of which were crowded 
with additional guards pressed into the service 
by Garrett, and nearly every window of the 
cars served as a port-hole for rifles. 

Somebody suggested to take the prisoners 
now. Stewart, of Garrett's party, said the in- 
stant the first shot was fired he would unloose 
every man andarm him, For a while a fight 
seemed imminent.

THE TRIAL OF PARNELL. 

The pending trial of Parnell and his as- 
sociates justifies astatement and explanation 
of What they are to be tried for. Mr. T. P. 
O'Connor, in the December number of the 
London Contemporary Review, gives a 
graphic but earnest statement of the pur- 
poses for which the Irish Land League was 
established and of its operations. 

Before entering upoh this, however, it is of 
much importance, especially to the American 
reader, to understand that almost all the 
news, or what is published as news, concern 
ing Irish affairs, is received from London, 
and that the London Times has its head- 
quarters in Ireland for the collection of Irish 
news in the office of the Dublin Express, 
whose chief is the representative of the Lon- 
don Times, This Dublin Frpress is a most 
intolerant sheet, and is devoted to Toryism 
and feudal landlordism. In violence and 
madness it is a British rival of what in this 
country may be remembered as the Okolona 
States. This is the channel through which 


.Engiand, and especially this country, is fur- 


nished with news from Ireland. 

The London Times is published some six 
hours earlier than the American papers, and 
American correspondents in London tele- 
graph from that paper every morning the 
Trish news it receives the night before from 
the Tory Dublin Fruress office. This ac- 
counts for the hostile tone of the news, the 
lying reports of lawless disturbances, and 
agrarian crimes. Nothing is said in behalf of 
the rights of the downtrodden Irish tenants, 
and the utter poverty and misery of the 
masses under the rack-rent practices of the 
English landlords, The purposes and actions 
of the Land League are misrepresented, and 
everything they do is falsified or distorted. 
The American reader is led to believe that 
anarchy is running riot, and the country 
given over to rapine and murder, when in 
fact it has not in a hundred years been 80 
quiet and free from crime. The Land 
League has almost put a stop to erime or 
law-breaking. 

To understand the objects and purposes of 
the Irish Land League of 1879 it is necessary 
to recall events in the previous years of Irish 
famine. The latest previous period of famine 
was from 1846 to 1849. From the experience 
of those years the men of 1879 knew what to 
expect under like circumstances, and they 
took measures to prevent a repetition of 
the calamities. In 1841 the population of 
Ireland was 8,175,124; counting by the previ- 
ous rate of increase, this population in 1846 
must have been 8,750,000, and in 1851 should 
have been 9,000,000, In 1851, after four years’ 
famine, it was in fact 6,552,385. The number 
of inhabited houses in 1841 was 1,328,839; in 
1851 it was 1,046,223. The loss of population 
by death and by forced emigration was 
2,500,000, 

Quoting from a great number of authori- 
ties, the writer gives a description of the 
frightful extent of deaths by starvation. 
One hundred and seventy-four persons died 
in Cork work-house in one week; an in- 
spector of roads picked up 140 bodies on the 
roadside in a single town in Galway; in 1847 
the Coroners considered jt useless to hold 
formal inquests in starva cases; houses 
were frequently found with the bodies of 
whole families dead; in one house ten corpses 
were found out of a family of eleven; in 
Roscommon sixty persons alive at night were 
found dead in the morning, and were buried 
without coffins; out of a parish of 3,000 in- 
habitants 500 died in six months; dogs, hav- 
ing no other food, fed on the dead bodies 
found in the ditches; such was the universal 
failure of the feod crop that death from 
starvation was common. 

While famine and death were thus doing 
their terrible work among the people, what 
were the fendal landlords doing? Of course 
men whose crops had failed to such an ex- 
tent as to leave the island without food 
could pay norent, in 1847, 70,000 farmers, 
equal to 300,000 persons, were evicted from 

their farms. In 1849 there were 50,000 farm- 
ers’ evictions, and in the four years follow- 
‘ing the famine, from 1849 to 1852, there were 
221,845 evictions! These wholesale evictions 
nearly depopulated many districts. One dis- 
trict, which in 1841 contained 2,200 families, 
ten years later had but 1,000. In 1847 grain 
was distrained for rent falling due in 
May following. The whole spirit of the 
landlords was relentless and cruel. With 
few exceptions they gave no aid, and they 
seemed to share in the feeling expressed by 
one of them when asked concerning the 
loss of population by death and by forced 
migration, ‘‘ Delighted to get rid of them.” 
Those who emigrated fared but little better 
than those who remained at home. From 
1841 to 1853 no less than 1,436,862 left the 
island, The ordinary mortality on shipboard 
rose from five in 1,000 to sixty, and at quar- 
antine from one to torty,—making 100 deaths 
on à voyage, instead of six. Of the 89.738 
who teft in 1847 for Canada, 15,380 died on 
| the voyage or in hospital. A result of fam- 
ine, pestilence, and landlord evictions du ring 
those years was a reduction of peasant cab- 
ins from 491,000 in 1841 to 155,500 In 1851. 
Having given this picture, of which we pre- 
sent a faint outline, of the ravages of the 
famine years and of the heathen brutality of 
the landiords as a body during that period of 
terrible distress, Mr. re says:

He also referred ta the number of eviction 
notices in 1880, and said that this meant that 
15,000 persons would be “ejected from their 
homes without hope and without remedy in 
the course of the present year.“ 

Having established the two propositions 
that (1) there was fair ground to anticipate 
a famine in 1879, and (2) that the landlords 
would be ready to take advantage thereof to 
evict their tenants, Mr. O’Connor states what 
the Land League undertook to do. The first 
thing was to prevent a famine, and the next 
was to deal with evictions, the latter being 
the inevitable sequel to distress. He claims 
that a recurrence of the scenes of 1847 was 
prevented by the agitation by the Land 
League. All the measures of good resulted 
from that agitation. In like manner the 
agitation arrested and prevented the work of 
evictions,—only 3,000 evictions in 1880, when 
there were 70,000 and 50,000 a year in the 
former season of famine, 

The great danger which the League had 
to contend against was that the spirit of the 
farmers would be so broken by the distress 
and wapt that they would submit to what- 
ever steps the landiords might take. Tenants 
under the pressure of dire want might go to 
the work-house, the emigrant-ship, or the 
grave, as their fathers did. The present 
raving of the landlords, the incessant out- 
pourihg of calumny against the Land League, 
are alone sufficient evidences of the success 
of the means adopted to prevent evictions. 

The principles of the agitation have been 
that only a fair rent should be paid, and that 
no one should take a farm from which an- 
other person had been unjustly evicted; and 
the Ledgue has recommended combination 
among the tenants for self-protection. The 
prohibition of taking a farm from which 
a tenant had been unjustly evicted was 
necessary because of the fatal fact in 
the Irish land system that almost all the 

people depend on the land for a living, there 
being no manufactures or commerce, and that 
competition for itis fierce and selſ-destruct- 
ive. Land worth only £50a year has, under 
this competition, been taken at £450! It was 
to put an end to this destructive competition 
at ruinous rates which induced the pro- 
hibition of taking a farm from which a ten- 
ant has been evicted that the Jandlord may 
rent it at far beyond its value. 

Mr. O'Connor very successfully disproves 
the assertion that the agitation by the Land 
League has been followed by an increase of 
crime. On the contrary, it has been followed 
by a diminution of the ordinary offenses, and 
various statements of specific acts of cruelty 
and brutality are shown to have been untrue. 
Upon the whole, the paper of Mr. O’Connor 
is a very fair and temperate statement of the 
purposes and actions of the Land League, 
and for these acts these chiefs of the organi- 
zation are now to be tried. 

Of course no such proceedings could be in- 
stituted for such offenses in this country, 
norif the same land system existed in En- 
gland could an agitation for its overthrow be 
suppressed without a popular revolution. In 
England the land-owners are resident En- 
glishmen; in Ireland the landlords as a body 
are non-resident aliens. In England the ten- 
ants are lessees, holding rights protected by 
law and contract; in Ireland they are tenants- 
at-will, with no legal rights, and subject to 
eviction at gny time by the land-qwner. The 
agitation in Ireland is peculiarly aggra- 
vating to the landlords, because it is eminent- 
ly peaceful. The combination is for no 
illegal or violent purpose. The ten- 
ants offer to pay a fair rent, and 
they pledge each other fo take no farm 
from which another tenant has been upjust- 
ly evicted. The fidelity with which they ad- 
here to these pledges has prevented evic- 
tions by taking away the ordinary result of 
such evictions, and the issue is directly pre- 
sented to the landlords of a fair rent or no 
rent. For advising the people thus to com- 
bine for their own protection, the land being 
to them the only means of maintaining an 
existence, Parnell and his associates are now 
on trial before the courtin Dublin. Is their 
agitation for a criminal purpose? To the 
result of that judicial investigation the world 
will look with interest. 


THE NEW CABLE SIREET-RAILWAY. 

The decision of the South Side Street Rail- 
way Company to adopt the Casebolt method 
of locomotion, which has been 80 success- 
fulin San Francisco during the past four 
years, promises to work a complete revolu- 
tion in the system of street travel in this city, 
and itis a littie remarkable that it has not 
been adopted before this. The details of the 
method have already been explained in Tur 
TRIBUNE at length, and its workings have 
been canvassed so thoroughly by the man- 
agement of the road that they have no hesita- 
tion in adopting it, although it will involve 
an outlay of at least $50,000 a mile for a 
single track, making the entire cost for their 
tracks in the South Division about $2,500,000, 
At the risk of repetition, we may briefly say 
that the new method is simply an endless 
steel chain or cable, sunk in a trench, 
running round drums at the termini of 
the road, and driven by steam-power, 
operating upon a huge wheel which revolves 
the cable, located midway on the course. 
For instance, if the termini of the road 
were Madison and Twenty-second streets 
the power would be located at Twelfth 
street. The cars are provided with a grip or 
clamp, which, by the action of a lever, 
seizes the cable, which thereby propels the 
car, while it is stopped by simply relaxing 
the grip, and the momentum of the car can 
be stopped, as now, by the operation of a 
brake. One ear is used for the grip, and one 
or two cars can be attached as in the case of 
the dummies now running to Hyde Park and 
Lake View. As to the success of the new 
plan there hardly seems to be a doubt, pro- 
vided the difficulties in turning corners and 
crossing other railroad tracks can be over- 
come and the danger of water freezing in 
the trench can be obviated. Mr. Holmes, 
however, has plans for removing the first two 
of these difficulties, and the last can be over- 
come by providing catch-basins which will 
draw off the water, and thereby prevent its 
freezing. 


The advantages are so numerous that they 
will occur to any one upon a moment’s re- 
flection. It will, in the first place, prove an 


immense saving in horsefiesh and the wear 


eases, of weather, weight of 
loads, or any injury of any sort, provided 


ordinary care is exercised. It will also, of 


course, obviate the necessity of employing 
so many men upon the road and in the sta- 
bles. The advantages, however, are not all 
upon the side of the rallroad company. The 


public will equally share in. them. Under 


this arrangement the cars will not be 
crowded, for; with such a powerful 
8 the Company can put on any number 
Ae thus the crowding of platforms 
abe will be avelded, and every one will 
have a ce Their motion is very ecsy, and 
they can be stopped and started with perfect 
ease, and they are absolutely safe. There 
will also be a decided gain in time. At pres- 
ent, including stops, our cars make about 
four miles an hour, while under the new sys- 
tem they will make si. and can, whenever 
the emergency requires it, make eight, 
Fortunately the plan is not an experiment. 
It hag been on trial with sueccesstul results 
for four years in San Francisco, where it is 
operated under opposing difficulties that do 
not exist here, for in that city the cars have 
to be hauled up very steep grades, sometimes 
to altitudes 300 or 400 feet above the starting 
point, while here the reads are perfectly 
level. There it has been such a success that 
no one would think of starting a horse-rail- 
road, and there does not seem to be any rea- 
son why it should not prove to be even a still 
greater suc cess here, It is unquestionably 
amethod which will settle the system of 
metropolitan transportation for a long time 
to come, and the South Side Company de- 
serves credit for its enterprise in adopting it. 


CONGRESSIONAL RULES. 

Gov. Pound, member of Congress from the 
Eighth Wisconsin District, indicated in his 
recent interview with a reporter of Tux 
Tureune the real cause of the turbulence 
and inefficiency of the House of Representa- 
tives. Referring to the disgraceful scene be- 
tween Weaver and Sparks just before the 
holiday recess, he said: 


It is strange that such shameful scenes do not 
oftener occur in the flerce partisan debates that 
are held on the floor of the House of Represent- 
atives. It is nota dignified body. It is hardly 
deserving the name of a parliamentary body. 
A better and more apposit title would be an un- 
- assembiage. Our whole practice 
of try ig isiate is vicious and boisterous, 
rather berative. Almost every debate 
is out of * and no attempt is made to con- 
fine eee to the real question before the 
House. . . . There are two reasons why the House 
did — expel Weaver and Sparks. As I have 
— been saying, the House itself is to ome for 
eb riotous conduct, and in the second place it 
really hasn't any dignity to rve. re is

Gov. Pound’s statement outlines the true 
theory of Congressional incompetence, The 
House is a large body, and would with diffi- 
culty be constrained to an orderly and busi- 
ness-like consideration of public business 
under the most favorable circumstances. In- 
dividual ambition, selfish partisan purposes, 
and sectional influences are the ruling mo- 
tives of almost every Congressional] career, 
and these lead to constant conflicts, The 
rules of the House are badly constituted to 
the end of averting or controlling such con- 
flicts. The evilis of too much government 
are nowhere more apparent than in the 
House of Representatives. There are too 
many rules, decisions, and precedents, 
Scarcely any condition of the House is pos- 
sible which does not suggest some point of 
order, or more properly speaking some point 
of disorder, and it is safe to say that more 
time is consumed in wrangling over such 
points than is devoted to all the legislative 
projects together. The manual and digest 
make up a formidable volume of several 
hundred pages, and itis a sealed book to 
the great majority ot members, Probably 
no man connected .with Congress is 
able to disentangle the knotty situations that 
are always coming up except Mr. Henry H. 
Smith, the Journal Clerk. But a small num- 
ber of Congressmen devote themselves al- 
most entirely to the study of the rules, not 
with the intention of facilitating the public 
business, but in oraer to suggest complica- 
tions and secure petty advantages in debate 
and procedure. The result is an enduring 
hindrance to business, accompanied by ag- 
gravaling and nagging interruptions which 
are provocative of bad temper. If the new 
apportionment shall increase the membership 
of the House, and shall not be followed by 
any intelligent effort to simplify the methods 
for the transaction of legislative work, the 
popular branch of Congress will be a chaotic 
and uncontrollable body, more like a mob 
than a parliamentary and deliberative as- 
semblage. Ihe recent effort in that direc- 
tion seems only to have resulted in increased 
complications. 

The Committee of the Whole House is a 
fiction which enables members to indulge in 
almost unlicensed debate. A motion thatthe 
the House resolve itself into the Committee 
of the Whole has precedence over other 
propositions after the morning hour, which 
is devoted to a call of Committees for report- 
ing what they may have ready. All bills for 
raising revenue or making appropriations must 
be considered first in this Committee of the 
Whole, which is nothing more nor less than 
the House itself divested of all strict re- 
straint. It is provided that “ the rules of 


proceeding in the House shall be observed in 


Committees of the Whole House so far as 
they may be applicable.” Asa matter of 
fact, they are not regarded as applicable to 
any effective degree. For instance, it is a 
rule of the House that “a member shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate and 
avoid personality“; but it has been held by 
repeated decisions that this rule is not appli- 
cable, and that a member is not required in 
Committee of the Whole on the state of the 
Union to confine himself to the question un- 
der debate. Moreover, it is the rule that 
the Speaker shali call some member to his 
chair to preside over the Committee during 
its deliberations, and the amateur Chairman 
thus selected is usually unadapted to the 
work of keeping the House in order. It 18 
easy to understand under these conditions 
how personal conflicts are actually encour- 
aged, and, while they rarely take the shape of 
pugilistie encounters, not a day passes in 
which there is not more or less exchange of 
acrimonious words, The whole system is 
artificial, and apparently designed to aid in 
the wasting of time and neglect of public 
affaits. The Weaver-Sparks flurry was only 
a sensational manifestation of the personal 
and partisan squabble which goes on more or 
less all the time during a session of Congress. 

One of the most urgent reforms needed in 
the American system of government is the 
improvement of Congressional procedure. 
Decorum will only follow strictly defined and 
well regulated methods for the consideration 
of public business. If some of the Demo- 
crates who have recentiy endeavored to make 
themselves conspicuous by their new-born 
zeal for Civil-Service.reform (since their 
party was defeated in the recent election) 
had turned their attention to properly di-

WATTONAL RAILWAY LEGISLATION. 

Judge Reagan, of Texas, who fs the leader 
in Congress of the movement for proper 
National regulation of the inter-State rail- 
way commerce, is undoubtedly sincere and 
earnest In the ideas he has to accomplish 
that purpose, and in the main his ideas are 
correct. But be seems to have an unreason- 
able objection to the creation of a National 
Railway Commission, which is an essential 
part of the English machinery for the sub- 
ordination of the railroad corporations to the 
interests of the public. It ia probable that 
Judge Reagan has acquired this prejudice 
from two circumstanees—viz.: (1) Because 
the railroadwmeu themselves have indicated 
a preference for a Commission, in case they 
cannot defeat altogether the proposed legis- 
lation to regulate inter-State railway traffic; 
and (2) because the Henderson bill, which 
was reported by the Commerce Commilt- 
tee, provides for a Oommission without 
the necessary and proper directions for pro- 


ceeding, and without adequate penalties for 


enforcing the principles involved. But 
Judge Reagan ought to be aware that one 


and the same law can establish a code for the 


reguiation of railways and also a commis- 
sion to assist in carrying out the provisions 
of that code. Ina recent interview with a 
Washingion correspondent Judge Reagan 
admits that he is not familiar with the En- 


| @lish system, and he will do well to study it. 


The purpose of a commission 1s to afford a 
prompt remedy in every case of extortion or 
discrimination, and throw upon the corpora- 
tions the burden of appeal to the courts. If 
he were to add this adjunct to the bill he has 
proposed in Congress, and at the same time 
retain the wise provisions he has put 
into it, restricting the powers. of the 
corporations, requiring publicity, un- 
formity, and reasonable permanency of 
rates, prohibiting discrimination against 
persons and localities, and punishing 
infractions ot the law by heavy fine and dam- 


ages, his measure would be more complete 


and efficient. The Commission would not 
deprive the public of the privilege of making 
such individual effort in the Courts to main- 
tain their rights under the law as they might 
see fit to undertake; but the Commission, 
held down to the spirit and terms of the rail- 


way code, could not yield to the influence of 


the corporations and betray the people, but 
would necessarily act as a powerful auxiliary 
in every struggle against injustice und ex- 
tortion on the part of the railroads. We fear, 
however, that Judge Reagan’s Democratic 
colleagues will not give the inter-State com- 
merce question much chance during the re- 
mainder of their control, and that he will 
need to look to the next Congress for some 
definit action. In any case, the best bill that 
can be devised will be to unite the Commis- 
sion feature of the Henderson bill and the 
Code feature of the Reagan bill so that they 
may work together. 


Tun new Canadian Pacitic charter gives 
the syndicate outright 700 miles of railway, 
costing the Dominion $28,000,000; also a 
bonus of $25,000,000 more in cash and 25,000,- 
000 acres of selected lands worth $75,000,000, 
making a total of $128,000,000, and hands over 
the completed road, withont lien or mort- 
gage of any kind, to the Company. It ex- 
empts the land-grant from taxation for 
twenty years, and the roads, stations, huild- 
ings, and capital of the syndicate in per- 
petuity. It admits free of dutPmall iron, 
steel, ties, and other material used in the 
construction of the road. It imposes no 
restriction on the Company in respect to 
fares or freights. A disproportionate bonus 
is awarded for the building of the prairie. 
section of the road, thereby offering an 
inducement to the syndicate to build this 
portion and refuse to build the line across 
the mountains and bad lands for which com- 
paratively less is allowed. The subsidies are 
enormous. Those granted to the Union and 
Central Pacific dwindle into insignificance 
by comparison, especially as they are sup- 
posed, by courtesy at least, to be secured by 
mortgage on the roads, while the Canadian 
contractors, after they have fulfilled their 
contracts, are to be sole owners of the whole 
line. It would pay them to build it if they 


should not run a train of cars over it once a 


month afterwards. 


Tue new law of South Carolina relating 
to the carrying of concealed weapons adds one 
to the usual list of such instruments. Sec. lis 
as follows: 

Be it enacted, ete.. That any person carrying 
a pistol, dirk, dagger. slung-shot, metal knuckies, 
razors, or other similar deadly weapon usually used 
for the tnfliction of personal injury, concealed 
about his person shall be guilty ot a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof before a 
court of competent jurisdiction shall forfeit to 
the county the weapon so carried concealed, and 
be fined in a sum pot more than or impris- 
oned for not more than twelve months, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 

It is true, as every barber will testify, that 
razors are “usually used for the infliction of 
personal injury; but whether they are deadly 
weapons or not depends somewhat on circum- 
stances. They are often so in the South, it is well 
known, and the South Carolina Legislature may 
have done weil in including them in the law for 
the special benefit of the colored population. 
But it will be difficult in practice to decide when 
a razor is “a deadly weapon” and when itis a 
legal instrument of torture. The Charleston 
News says: “ The razor isa favorit weapon with 
the negroes, and a more unpieasant instrument 
to encounter in hostile hands than a shotgun or 
revolver.” 


A COBRESPONDENT of the Council Bluffs 
Nonpareil ingenuously replies to Taz OnIcaGco 
TRIBUNE'S article on James Freeman Clarke's 
new temperance movement in Boston. There 
are pienty of such saloons in Iowa as Mr. Clarke 
advises, so the correspondent says. They have 
“lager beer, music, coffee, rooms for smoking, 
ana reading-rooms.” They do not have lectures 
and stereoscopic views, but these might easily 
be provided, if they were, called for. The corre- 
spondent agrees entirely with Tue Trisune that 
such places, if „would be surprisingly 
successful,—from a pecuniary point of view;

equal to $0.4 gold per Eis pounds: and the price 
of flour is $47 (paper ourreney) per arreba, equal 
to $1.50 per M pounds, or $6 gold per 100 pounds. 
The duty on wheat imperted into the Argentine 
Republic is $1.60 gold per 100 kilograms, and on 
tour it is 4 cents per kilogram. An effort is 
now being made in the National Congress $9 re- 
peal these duties. 


One of our Canadian Consuls reports that 
Canadian immigration to the United States this 
year almost amounts to an exodus, and the 
newspapers, which formerly devoted space to 
criticising, explaining, or denying the correct- 
ness of the former reports upon this subject, 
have generally falien into line, and they now 
admit the truth as revealed by honest mathe- 
matics. The total number of emigrants from 
Canada direct who crossed at Port Sarnia in 
search of homes in the United States for the 
year ending June 30, 1880, was 75,059. The wall 
of prejudice which for many years seemed to 
hold the people of Canada aloof from the United 
States is no longer a prominent feature; that 
dislike for-the Yankee (as Americans are usually 
termed in Canada), which was doubtiess largeiy 
engendered by the Warof 1812, is now principally 
contined to the few aged veterans of that war 
or their immediate descendants, those whose 
childhood recollections carry them back to the 
stirring scenes of that period. With this class 
there appears to be still a turking dislike for 
everything American; put the young Canadian, 
with enlarged views a better understanding 
of the nature of men, and whose introduction to 


friendly avenues of commerce, gradually loses 
whatever of dislike or animosity he may mare 
inherited.

IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, . 
Des Mornes, Ia.. Dec. 27.—A new feature in 
railroad- building has been started by the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy in the manufacture 
of a new material for ballasting. It is formed 
of clay subjected to heat by bituminous coal. 
A small fire of bituminous Iowa coal is started 
on the surface of the ground. and. when burning 
freely, the fire is covered with a layer of lumpy 
clay. then alternately coal and clay, the coal 
decreasing in quantity until at the top it is as 
one to fifteen. The mass is formed like a cone. 
The =~ appears to be impregnated with car- 
bon, it burns with a dull flame. Already 
three of these cones have been started near Red 
Oak, each eighteen feet high, the base öf each 
touching the other. It is proposed to form 
them into one cone of proportions, and 
let them burn all winter. The quantity of ma- 
—— in them is about 1.000 cubic yards. When 
cooled it is broken up and used for ballast. The 
manufacturers have a contract to ballast 600 
miles of road with this material. When cold it

SWEIGART’S STORY. 


His Reasons for Abusing His Wife. 

Mrs. Emma Sweigart, who was so badly in- 
jured Monday night in an encounter with her 
husband, was yesterday in a gre atly improved 
condition, and was found resting comfortably 
lastevening at the home of her daughter, No. 
133 Biue Island avenue. She already announces 
that she will not prosecute her hot-tempered 
and vengeful spouse, until she is absolutely 
out of danger, the police intend holding William 
a prisoner at the West Twelfth Street Station. 
Sweigart in 1872 killed in Winnetka an old man 
named Cain Jennings, claiming in defense of his 
conduct that the oid fellow had repeatedly at- 
tempted to alienate his wife's affections, and 
that when he went so far as to attem pt to attain 
his desires by using force, he, Sweigart, 
could no longer restrain himself, and 80 
shot the old man dead while he 
was making an indecent assault upon 
the wife. Sweigart could not substantiate this 
state of affairs when he was brought to trial, 
and was given a life sentence. Two years ago, 
however, be was pardoned out by the Governor. 
Concerning the dilliculty with his wife Sweigart 
says this: You see ve haf a leetle vood stofe 
dot don’t vant to burn, unt it schmauck und 
schmauck like der tuyvil.

INDIANA.

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. . — For several 
weeks the Journal of this city has been seeking 
bidgrap hical statistics of the members-elect to 
the General Assembly, which ccuvenes here one 
week from Thursday. It finds that the average 
age of the Senators is 43 years and 8 months: 
and that, of the fifty Senators, twenty-six are 
attorneys, eleven farmers, four pbysicians, two 
merchants, one editor, one printer, one lum- 
berman, one manufacturer, one tailor, 
one real-estate agent, and one collector. 
Nine teen of them were 
Indiana, six in Ohio, three in Germany, three in 
Pennsylvania, two in Canada, two in Kentucky, 
two in Maryland, one in Massachusetts, and one 
in New Hampshire. Elevenof them have been 
members of the Lower House, while four have 

reviousiy been members of the Senate, 

hirty-five of them have hela office prior to 
their election to the Senate. 

In the House there are twenty-eight attor- 
neys, thirty-one farmers, thirteen physicians, 
seven merchants, three ministers, two con- 
tractors, two editors, two bankers, and 
two manufacturers; while the  miilers, 
carpenters, shoemakers, barbers, quarrymen, 
druggists, Justices of the Peace, lumbermen, 
molders, clothiers, and school-teachers are rep- 
resen by one each. Of the 100 members, 
forty-seven were born in Indiana, twenty in 
Ohio, one in Keutucky, six in New York, three 
in Pennsylvania, three in Germany, three in 
Virginia, two in Ireland, two in Maryland, two 
in North Curolina, one in England, and one in 
‘Louisiana. Their average age is about 45% years. 
‘Of the foreigh-born members, nine are Demo- 
crats and tive Republicans. Of those born in 
Southern States, thirteen are Democrats 
and seven Republicans. Forty-four have 
never held office before, twenty-three have been 
Representatives, and two have been prominent 
Senators. The youngest Representative is C. A. 
Cole, of Peru, being B. and the youngest Sena- 
tor is A. R. Owens, of Wi liiamsport, who is 27. 

The Hon. G. S. Orth put in an appearance here 
to-day, pitching his headquarters at the new 
Denison Hotel, where he will remain until after 
the Senatorial question is settled. He thinks a 
majority of the members of the General Assem- 
bly are still uncommitted, and that it would be 
premature to concede Gen. Harrison's election. 

Col. Cumback was also in the city to-day, but 
he left to-night to fill several lecture engage- 
ments. He will return next week, having taken 
rooms at the Grand Hotel. He refuses 
to be interviewed touch the situation, 
but he says he will a part to 
no scheme which has for its object the do of 
anything unfair or dishoncrable. This much he 


said to put to rest the impression which certain 


persons are seeking to create, that the contest 
over United States Senator is to become very 
bitter, and that certain men are 8 
hatch a scheme by means of which Gen. Har- 
rison shail be defeated, even though he receives 
the caucus nomination. The only candidates 
opposing Harrison's nomination are Col. Cum- 
back and Mr. Orth, and that these gentle- 
men would lend themselves to any such 
scheme no one who knows them will believe 
for a moment. They bave seen fit to become can- 
didates for the Senate, which they have a per- 
fect right to do, and, until they shall be satisfied 
that Gen. Harrison is the choice of a majority of 
the members of the General Assembly, it is not 
unlikely that they will stick to the track. But 
this does not imply that either of these gentie- 
men will attempt or be privy to any plan which 
is not honorable and fair, and the wen who are 
attempting to create the impression’ that they 
would do so are simply disclose the conduct 
by which their own actions would be guided un- 
der similar pressure. 

Touching the organization of the State Senate, 
a gentieman well qualified to speak, said to- 
night that Senator Poindexter, at the solicita- 
tion of Clark County Republicans, who assisted 
to elect him, would act with the Republicans on 
organization until Monday night of the 10th of 
January. He had agreed to stay with them un- 
til Saturday night of the &th, but after reaching 
home had been induced to extend the time one 
working day. The result of this, the gentieman 
stated, would probably be a deadlock in the or- 
ganization of the Senate until Monday, the 10th. 
At thattime the vote for Governor and Lieu- 
tenaut-Governor will be canvassed in the House.

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BAR ASSOCIATIONS. 
Reorganization Recommended in Ohio 
—Missouri. 


Coromsus, O., Dec. 23.—The Ohio State Bar 
Association assembied in the hall of the House 


Judicial Administration and Law Reform sub- 
mitted a report proposing amendments to Art. 
4 of the Constitution, by providing that the 
judicial power of Ohio shall be vested in the Su- 
preme Court, Common Pieas, Probate Courts, 
and Justice Courts; that the Supreme Court 
shall be increased to nine Judges, a majority of 
whom shall be a quorum. It shall have original 
jurisdiction in quo warranto, mandamus, habeas 
corpus, and procedendo; such appellate juria- 


dictions as may be provided by law; it shall. 


hold at least one term in each year at 
Columbus, and such other terms eisewhere as 
may be provided by law. | The Judges shall be 
elected at large on the first Monday in April, 
and their terms shall commence on the first 
Monday in May. Atthe first election, in April, 
1882, the term of three Judges shail be for three 
years, three for six years, and three for nine 
years; but one elector may vote for two persons 
to be Judges for each of such terms, and no 
more, and those three persons voted for for each 
of said terms who shall each receive a greater 
number of votes than apy other person voted 
for for such term shall be elected; and at all 
subsequent regular elections the term of each 
of such Judges shall be for nine years. All va- 
cancies in this Court shall be filled by the Gov- 
ernor, subject to confirmation by the Senate, to 
continue until the next regular election. If the 
business of the Supreme Court shall so ac cumu- 
late that justice cannot be administered with- 


out vexatious delay, the Legisiature may by 
a three-fourths majority authorize said 
Court to organize two divisions thereof for 
the adjudication of cases, a majority of each 
division to constitute a quorum, and such as- 
signment of cases to each division may be made 
as said Court may deem expedient; but when 
all the Judges of either division bearing a case 
sball not concur as to judgment to be ren- 
dered therein, it shall be reserved for adjudica- 
tion for the whole Court. 

Special terms of the Supreme Court shall be 
beid by not less than two Judges in each county 
of the State at least once in each year, and the 
Court at such special terms shall have the same 
original jurisdiction as the whole Court at gen- 
eral terms, and such appellate jurisdiction as 
may be provided by law, and may render final 

udgment therein; subject, however, to review 

¥ the Court at gene term, upon questions 
of law invotved therein, in such manner 
and subject to such restrictions as may be 
provided by law, but no Judge who has partici- 
pated in the renaition of such judgment at a 
special term shall sit upon such review. 

Judges of the present Supreme Courtin office 
the first Monday in May, 1 are to constitute 
a Commission to dispose of unfinished business 
then ponding in such Court, to continue such 
length of time, not exceed three years, as 
may be provided by law, andin this business 
they shall have the same power and jurisdiction 
as the Supreme Court, and shall be — 
same compensation. Any unfinished business 
this Commission may have upon their dockets at 
the close of their term of service shall be trans- 
ferred to the Supreme Court. 

The several Su Courts shall continue 
until May, 1882, and their unfinished business 
shall be transferred to the Common Pieas Courts

CAMBRIDGE. 


The Old City Celebrates Her Two 
Hundred and Fiftieth Birthday. 

5 Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Dec. 28.—Cambridge celebrated her 
250th birthday to-day in a quiet manner. The 
celebration was entirely local. There were no 
guests from abroad, and but few decorations in 
the streets. The only outdoor demonstration 
were the ringing of bells and common salutes at 
sunrise, noon, and sunset, The most pleasing 
feature of the day was the children’s celebration 
in Sanders’ Theatre, where Henry W. Long- 
fellow made a specch and Oliver Wendell 
Holmes read a poem founded on an incident in 
his owa life, when from the leaning tower of Pisa 
he saw the flag of an American frigate in the 
harbor of Leghorn. There were a number of 
speeches also, but the presence and words of 
the two poets were far more attractive to the 
young listepers. 

Col. Thomas Wentworth Higginson’s oration 
in the afternoon was an exhaustive historical 
sketch of the town and of Harvard University, 
He dwelt at considerable length on the part 
which the historic town played in the stormy 
scenes of the Revolution. No place is more 
saturated with associations that bind us to 
those times. The first Provincial Congress was 
held in the old church which stood near 
the place where Dane Hall now stands. It 
was from Cambridge that the order‘was issued 
to fortify Bunker Hill. It Was here that Wash- 
ington took command of the army. The very 
buildings of Harvard College were used as bar- 
racks, and the University became the hot-bed of 
rebellion. The speaker referred to the zeal dis- 
played by the sons of the early settiers of Cam- 
bridge in the late Civil War. The old New En- 
gland spirit, he said, had not died out. More 
than 4,000 men went into the military and naval 
services from Cambridge. More than 
400 lost their lives, and of the loyalty and 


devotion of those who owed to Harvard Uni- 
versity their education this stately Memorial 
Hall will speak so long as there remains a vestige 


of its walls.

PAYNE’S COLONY. 


Indications that the Settlers Will Ob- 
tain Their Object by Scattering—Col- 
ored People to Join the Colenists. 
CALDWELL, Kas., Dec. 28.—We are having the 

coldest weather ever known in Kansas. About 

100 colonists remain in camp. They are, no 

doubt, making preparation for some strategic 

movement as soon as the weather will permit. 

The following secret and confidential circular 
fell into the hands of youir correspondent to- day: 

[Secret and Confidential. ] 

CALDWELL, Kas., Dec. 28, 1880— To the Members 
of the Payne Oklahoma Colony: For the time 
being we have been stopped on our way to the 
public lands. The army would have no right to 
remove us. This is to notify all members of the 
colony to hold themselves in readiness to move 
at a moment's notice to such point in the Terri- 
tory as may be fixed upon, where we can con- 
centrate at least 5,000 people.

Mapison, Dec. 27.—The taxpayers of Wiscon- 
sin pay a large sum annually for the care of the 
insane, the deaf and dumb, and the blind, and 
for the education of the bad boys in the Indus- 
trial School at Waukesha, and for keeping worse 
men and women in the State Prison at Waupun. 
In round numbers there are 500 insane patients 
in the asylum at Madison, 600 at Oshkosh, 150 
blind children at Janesville, 200 deaf and dumb 
at Delavan, 400 boys at Waukesha, and 400 con- 
victs at Waupun. There is, in addition to these 
State institutions, a House ot Correction at Mil- 
waukee which contains 200 of the petty thieves, 
burglars, drunkards, etc., that infest a large city, 
who are sent up for a short time—the spawn 
of the Police Court—because they are not able 
to pay a small fine. There is also an 
Industrial School for Girls in Milwaukee, which 
was built by the ladies of that city, but which is 
now under State direction, that contains 150 in- 
mates. In addition to all these places every 
county has its jail and peat and almost 
every one of these holds from one to five insane 
persons that are excluded from the State insti- 
tutions either because they are incurabie or be- 
cause the county in which they reside has al- 
ready its fuil quota in the institutions. Some of 
the counties have such a large number of in- 
sane that it was found necessary to a gen- 
eral law authorizing the erection of county in- 
sane asylums, to aid in the buiiding of which the 
State makes a liberal donation. asylums at 
Madison and Oshkosh are both running over, 
and are daily 23 admisssion to the helpless 
and deserv nsane. The theory of the 
managers of insane institutions is that 
they are hospitals for treatment and not 
asylums for the retention of patients who are 
really incurable, so that incurables are 
often sent home to be cared for by their 
relatives, or, if paupers, sent to the or 
7 to linger out a miserable existence. 
ese public institutions have been built at an 
enormous expense, aud maintained by the 


annual outlay of large sums of money raised by. 


taxation.. Some of them have been twice built, 
those at Waukesha, Janesville, and 
hav been destroyed once by fire. These 
State institutions are governed , a Board of 
Directors who are a nted by the Governor, 
and who hold their offices for three years. They 
are paid nothing for their services, but are sup- 
posed to give as much of theirtime asis neces- 
3 for sweet charity's 0.

WANT IN WESTERN KANSAS. 


The Settlers Poor, but Not Starving— 
Exaggerated Reports of Destitution— 
Improvidence of Settlers in Depend- 
ing upon a Single Crop—Good Results 
from the Evils of the Drought—Will- 
ful Imposition upon the Benevolence 
of Eastern People. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 
Wa-Kugenry, Kan., Dec. 10.—“ Visit Western 
Kansas and give us the facts about that coun- 
try,” read the instructions which I received two 
weeks ago in Chicago. Since that time I have 
traveled over a large portion of Kansas, especi- 
ally the western part. The prevalent idea that 
all the settiers are starving is an erroneous one. 

That they ate by no means any too well off is 

certain; and uudou btedly they have had bard 

work to pull through the past two years. 

Their misfortunes began with the year 1879. 

Attracted by giaring railroad advertisements 

and glowing descriptions of the country, 

thousands upon thousandsof immigrants came 
into the State; crossing the Missouri River, 
they rushed for the Western frontier line, 
which during 1877 and 1878 moved fully 100 miles 
each year nearer the Rocky Mountains. Many 
came who had no business here, who, after pay- 
ing their land-entry fees,—the first settlers be- 
ing always those upon the public lands,—had 
littie and in many instances no money left. The 
case of an Iowa man, told me by the United 

States Land Agent of this district, who re- 

marked after paying the fee for bis land that he 

had “just $1 left,a wife and four little chil- 
dren, besides a span of horses and a wagon,“ is

DROUGHT. 

What added to their misfortune was that they 
attempted to farm u the same principle as 
in lilinois, and plan the first broken ground 
with vue 80 t the drought of 1879 brought 
on a total failure, and many who might other- 
wise have stemmed the tide found themselves 
without food or money and slim chances of ob- 
taining employment. Winter came on and great 
suffering ensued, but, thanks to the aid socie- 
ties, there were no cases of starvation. 

The spring of the present year passed gos | 
and no rain came. Muay of those who had ha 
the pluck to remain threw up their hands and 
left the country in despair. There were two 
classes of le who settled here; one bad some 
money and plenty of perseverance, the other 
littie money and still less perseverance. As a 
rule those of the former class managed to get 
along, and are now in the possession of good 
farms, with more or less stock. Those compris- 
ing the latter class have almost entirely left the 
tage and are now cursing the State for that 
for which themselves are to blame, as no 
one ever adv them to settie in a new coun- 
try unless they had enough to take them through 
the first year a team and implements to 
work with. Had the year beenone of usual 
rainfall there would have been no complaint, 
but an adverse year makes the r settler an 
object of charity.

A SAMPLE OF THE FRONTIER COUNTRY. 
This place, Wa-Keeney, trom where I write, is 
a fair example of Western Kansas towns. It is 
821 miles west from Kansas City, and situated on 
the one hundredth meridian. It was first set- 
tled in 1877 and now contains 600 or 700 inhab- 
itants, there being about 3.800 in the County of 
of which itis the county-seat. It is less 
than 100 miles from here to the western line of 
the State, and the country is thinly settled about 
half way to the line. is may therefore be 
considered a frontier piace. It contains a new 
stone business block, just erected, which could 
not be builtin the East for less than $40,000; a 
depot, built of similar stone, worth $10,000; and 
there are hotels, stores, and residences to cor- 


respond. 

f drive into the country found many farmers 
just opening. Winter wheat never looked bet- 
ter than at present, and if snow covers the 
ground this winter, or rain comes next spring, 
there will be a fine harvest. I found the same 
true south of here in the great Arkansas Val- 
ley. The drought of last 1 and this spring 
has driven the indigent and poor settlers away, 
and, while it decreased the population nearly 
one-half in numbers, it has improved it in qual- 
ity. For this reason many settlers affirm that 
the drought has been a good thing for Kansas; 
but I do believe that they would prefer to have 
no more of it. Be this as it may, it has had une 
= result. People have learned how to farm. 

ey have learned what crops will stand dry 
weather and what will not, and that no business 
in Western Kansas is so sure or more profitable 
than cattle and sheep raising in connection 
with general farming. It ulres but little 
feed to take them through mild winters, 
and there is an abundance of good grazing- 
lana, and will be for years. 

It seems too bad to try to make a farming 
country of Western Kansas, which for the next 
ten or fifteen years will 8 an un- 
certain field, subject to many vicissitudes, until 
climatic changes have taken place, when it is 
such an excellent stock-raising region. Those 
whoe in stock -raising, even on the small- 
est scale, are coming out very successfully, 


while those who attempted to raise wheat ex- 


clusively have failed. room-corn, sugar-cane, 
Egyptian or rice corn, sweet potatoes, and pea- 
nuts will produce well, and may be grown with 
happy resuits in the most severe drougth. 
These are the lessons which have been taught 
the farmers of Western Kansas ata fearful 
cost of money. time, labor, and privation. Let 
succeeding immigration profit from others’ ex- 
Failure and suffermg were the 
everything on a wheat 
crop which proved a failure, not because 
of the condition of the soil, but because of the 
want of rain, an uncontrollable calamity, liable 
in any country at times. eat-raising was 
carried on like any commercial business in 
which aman puts every dollar and possibly 
what credit he can command; if ali is profitable, 
he makes money; if not, a total failure is the 
result. ifa man’s interests are diversified he 
does not suffer so much from the loss of a single 
branch.
